FRIENDSHIP FIRES 


Strikers Fight in Syracuse 


I KNOW' of no asset more valuable than a friend. True friendship is de­ 
void of anything material. And yet how' we abuse it! 
I have seen friendships of a lifetim e—th a t is, enduring over most of 
the years alloted to m an—only to be broken near the end over some triv­ 
ial m atter. 
And I have seen chum ship of the warmest variety thrown 
upon the rocks ever m isunderstandings so silly as almost to cause laugh­ 
ter. 
Why is it? 
Why is it th at we place such small value on tile most 
valuable thing in the world? 
In most of the eases of broken friendships both parties are saddened 
and made unhappy, though with such a lack of proportion that they let a 
false pride keep them unhappy. W hen I was a boy I read a famous book, 
called ‘ Barriers Burned Away.” 
Its title made a great impression upon 
my mind, and although the m atter of the book has been long forgotten, 
the title remains in my memory. 
Why not burn all barriers away th at obstruct the fine and wholesome 
in life? 
Friendship fires are kept alive and burning 
keeping the heart warm — 
by constant addition of fuel and attention. Friends have to be nourished. 
You can't keep a friend by constantly finding fault with him. or by any 
lack of flailh in his generous nature. 
It takes a world of forgiving and 
forgetting to keep a friend. 
It has always been comparatively easy to gain a friend. Ifs the keep­ 
ing of a friend throughout the years th at counts in the sum total of one’s 
happiness. 
M isunderstandings account for most broken friendships. 
M isunder­ 
standings are the cause of most of the troubles in this world. There would 
tie no wars if people—rather, I m ean rulers—understood the other fellow'. 
Selfishness is at the root of about every sort of trouble in this world, and 
yet selfishness is really m isunderstanding. 
If you have a friend— and oh. how lucky if you have—understand th a t 
lriend and let all else slide. Keep the friendship fires alive and brightly 
burning!
